Cancer tech on way 

Provincial cash gives boost to radiation therapy

The plan to buy new can¬ 
cer-fighting technology is 
back on track after the 
province announced a 
$io.i-million cash infusion 
yesterday. 

Hospitals in Halifax and 
Cape Breton will receive 
four new radiation-therapy 
bunkers and two advanced 
linear accelerators. The 
QEII Foundation is also 
kicking off a campaign to 
raise $4 million for tech¬ 
nology improvements. 

Doctors say the new ma¬ 
chines allow them to 
“sculpt” radiation around 
tumours far more precisely 
while limiting damage to 
healthy cells. This allows 
them to increase the 
dosage and kill cancer 
more effectively, while re¬ 
ducing side-effects and the 
chance of cancer reoccur¬ 
ring. 

But the machines may 


not lower wait times so 
much as keep them from 
growing worse. 

“The wait times here are 
within the national bench¬ 
marks. However, they’re 
right at the stage where 
that could change because 
they’re at capacity and the 
number of people who 
have cancer and have need 
for this therapy is grow¬ 
ing,” said Health Minister 
Maureen MacDonald. 

“We are in danger, as 
cancer increases and more 
people need therapy, with 
the aging equipment that 
we have of falling behind 
the benchmarks.” 

The equipment will not 
be fully installed until 
2012. From then on, Mac¬ 
Donald said they could 
clear two people off wait 
lists each day. This should 
lead to some wait-time im¬ 
provements, especially for 
people on the lower half of 
priority. 

Dr. Casely Tetteh Ago, 
chief of radiation oncology 


for Capital Health, said he 
is thrilled to finally have 
the machines coming. He 
said they will have a great 
impact, but technological¬ 
ly Nova Scotia is still just 
catching up to other 
provinces and countries. 

The machines were orig¬ 
inally announced in March 
of 2007 with the federal 
government giving $24 
million and district health 
authorities throwing in an¬ 
other $5 million. But when 
it eventually came time to 
buy the equipment, costs 
had ballooned and the feds 
wouldn’t add any more 
money. Provincial cabinet 
decided last Thursday to 
fund the gap.

committee HRM is plan¬ 
ning a review of its polling 
districts before the next

A committee chaired by 
Mayor Peter Kelly will start 
holding public meetings 
later this month as part of 
the first phase of the 
boundary review process.

Constituency money should 
not fund charities: Advocate 


spending Nova Scotia’s po¬

Scott Hennig of the 
Canadian Taxpayers Feder¬ 
ation said yesterday it’s not 
appropriate for politicians 
to effectively act as an arm 
of government by “funding 
their own programs.” 

Hennig, the organiza¬ 
tion’s national communi¬ 
cations manager, said in an 
interview expense al¬ 
lowances should be used to 
set up and run constituen¬ 
cy offices so members can 
act as the public’s “conduit 
to government.” 

“In the other case, you 
are acting as the govern¬ 
ment creating a program... 
that in most cases is not in 
place and perhaps for good 
reason,” he said. 

Hennig said the practice 
is more widespread across 
the country than it should 
be at all political levels. 

He said politicians have 
created expectations 

among community groups 
that see members’ dona¬ 
tions through advertising 
and charities as a continu¬ 
ing source of funding. 

Hennig wonders 

whether it creates the im¬ 
pression that fundraising 
is unnecessary. 

“Either government or 
the groups themselves 
should be funding through 
other means,” he said. “It’s 
certainly simpler to ask a 
politician to cut you a 
cheque than to go out and 
do the hard work of selling 
tickets or raising funds ... 
and that’s a problem.” 

Hennig added that he 
has no problem with politi¬ 
cians promoting their 
work through the distribu-

Canada cruises to 8-0 over Norway win in opener 


Team Canada delivered a 
crowd-pleasing perform¬ 
ance after stepping on to 
the biggest stage in inter¬ 
national hockey. 

Hometown hero Roberto 
Luongo stopped all 15 shots 
he faced and Canada 
showed off a variety of of¬ 
fensive weapons yesterday, 
kicking off the long-await¬ 
ed Olympic tournament 
with an 8-0 victory over 
Norway at Canada Hockey 
Place, better known as GM 
Place when the Olympics 
are not in town. 

Jarome Iginla had a hat 
trick, Dany Heatley scored 
twice while Mike Richards, 
Ryan Getzlaf and Corey Per¬ 
ry each added singles for a 
young Canadian team that 
looked fairly composed af¬ 
ter skating into the spot¬ 
light for the first time. 

Iginla may have to wait 
for official recognition of 
his third goal, which was 
initially credited to Rick 
Nash. But the Calgary 
Flames captain confirmed 
after the game that it was 
his tip-in that beat the 
goalie. Games officials may 
review the play. 

The anticipation had 
been building for Canadian 
hockey fans since the coun¬ 
try crashed out of the Turin 
Olympics four years ago 
with a disastrous seventh- 
place finish, the worst-ever 
in history. It was worth the 
wait. 

“We’ve been looking for¬ 
ward to this for a long time 
and it’s finally here,” said 


The Canadian 
team only had 
one practice 
together as a 
group and featured 15 players 
skating in their first ever 
Olympic game. 

Iginla. “The crowd was awe¬ 
some. It was actually more 
red and white than I 
thought it would be.” 

Even though the roof 
didn’t come off Canada 
Hockey Place, as Norwe¬ 
gian captain Tommy Jalcob- 
sen predicted it might, the 
crowd of 16,652 roared 
throughout the game and 
alternated between chants 
of “Go Canada Go!” and 
“Let’s Go Canada!” 

The majority of fans 
showed up in Team Canada 
jerseys, painting the inside 
of the arena a patriotic red 
and white. 

“There was much more 
electricity (than normal). 
This is big for Canada,” said 
Luongo. 

It was a marvellous plat¬ 
form for Canadian hockey 
— even though the Norwe¬ 
gians didn’t play the part of 
willing victim early on. The 
underdogs showed plenty 
of pluck in the first period, 
clogging the neutral zone 
and collapsing around 
goalie Pal Grotnes to keep 
Canada from scoring. 

“It was a great atmos¬ 
phere,” said Sidney Crosby. 
“It’s a lot of fun to be here 
in Canada and I thought we 
used it to our advantage.”

Ricker’s gold

The sun finally came out 
at Cypress Mountain yes¬ 
terday — in more ways 
than one — when 
Whistler B.C.’s Maelle 
Ricker nabbed a gold 
medal in women's snow¬ 
board cross, charging 
across the finish line 
under a bright blue sky. 

It was a vastly different 
outcome from four years 
ago, when she barely 
missed the bronze medal in 
the 2006 Games. 

“Coming home from 
Torino, I was already think¬ 
ing about what I was going 
to do to perform today,” a 
beaming Ricker said after 
her race. “(That) was a huge 
motivating factor to work 
that much (harder).” 

Ricker had a shaky start 
in the first qualifying race 
when she fell on the slushy 
run and came in 15th of 24 
competitors, many of 
whom struggled to get 
down the hill in the thick 
fog. 


But she plowed through 
her second qualifying run 
and from there seemed un¬ 
stoppable, getting so far 
ahead of her competitors in 
the first heat of the finals 
that they weren’t even in 
sight when she crossed the 
finish line. 

“That first run was a dis¬ 
aster, but I went back up 
(and) refocused,” said Rick¬ 
er. 

By the last heat, the fog 
had lifted and Ricker flew 
across the finish line under 
blue skies and to the wel¬ 
come of a roaring crowd. 

She stopped for a mo¬ 
ment to catch her breath, 
then threw her arms in the 
air to wind up the specta¬ 
tors, most of whom waved 
flags, toques and hands be¬ 
fore breaking into an im¬ 
promptu dance party. 

Like Alexandre Bilodeau 
and Jenn Heil — both of 
whom have already taken 
home gold and silver re¬ 
spectively — Ricker said 
her medal was Canada’s 
medal. 

“I’m so thankful I was 
able to pull it off for every¬

one,” she said. 

Canada’s other hopeful

the bronze.

Canadian farming is head¬ 
ing for a disaster as fewer 
and fewer farming children 
continue the family 
business. 

“In the next ten years, 
about 80 per cent of the 
agricultural assets in the 
countiy are going to be 
transferred,” says Christie 
Young, director of Ontario’s 
Farm Start. “We’re going to 
have a massive crisis in the 
agricultural sector because 
we don’t have the infra¬ 
structure set up to get peo¬ 
ple into farming.” 

Conversely, that means 
it’s a great time to get into 
farming. Farm Start, a 
Guelph, Ont.,-based organi¬ 
zation, helps people from 
non-farming backgrounds 
get into the industry. Some 
come with university de¬ 
grees in agriculture and oth¬ 
ers are second-career farm¬ 
ers. 

Farm Start begins with a 
four-day explorer course. 
“It’s a time for people to 
think really critically about 
whether this is the right ca¬ 
reer for them and what it 
means to be a farmer,” 
Young says. 

People are drawn to the 
physical, meaningful work 
and are often passionate 
about raising livestock. 
They want to be their own 
boss and enjoy the diverse 
daily tasks. 

“They have to be self-mo¬ 
tivated,” she says. “You can’t 
just focus on one piece of 
the puzzle if you want to be 
a farmer. You have to think 
about your growing system 
as part of a bigger eco-sys- 
tem, your business model 
as part of a much bigger 
food system.” 


The best way to learn is to 
do, she says, so Farm Start 
helps organize farming in¬ 
ternships and runs an incu¬ 
bator farm. Courses in busi¬ 
ness-planning, crop plan¬ 
ning and soil-health man¬ 
agement round out the 
training. 

Norbert Kungl runs the 
organic vegetable farm Sel- 
wood Green on the shores 
of Nova Scotia’s Minas 
Basin. He’s from a farming 
area of central Germany, 
but his family did not farm. 
He studied agriculture be¬ 
fore moving to Canada and 
working on a farm for four 
years. In 1987, he started 
his own farm. 

“I’m an entrepreneurial 
person who needs to do his 


own thing,” he explains. He 
loves being his own boss on 
a large piece of land where 
he lives and works. He sells 
his produce at farmers’ 
markets around Nova Sco¬ 
tia, including the Halifax 
Farmers’ Market. 

Like Young, he recom¬ 
mends non-farmers do an 
apprenticeship. “If you 
come from a farm, go out 
into the world and work on 
a variety of other farms or 
even other jobs to really 
know this is what you want 
to do,” he says.

New platform behind improved handling, quiet ride

Crossovers rule and SUVs 
drool. 

That’s not quite how the 
analysts describe the ongo¬ 
ing shift from truck-based 
SUVs to car-based 
crossovers, but close. 

As such, we’re used to 
seeing CUVs (crossover utili¬ 
ty vehicles) torment their 
SUV classmates in the sales- 
chart playground. But now 
we’re even seeing iconic 
SUV nameplates “crossing 
over.” 

The highest profile defec¬ 
tor is the upcoming all-new 
Ford Explorer, which joins 
the CUV crowd after spend¬ 
ing all its life up until now 
as a truck. But beating it to 
the punch is the 2011 Kia 
Sorento. 

The nameplate was first 
introduced in 2002 as a 
straight-up SUV. Now that 
Kia is owned by Hyundai, 
and now that old-school SU¬ 
Vs are, well, old school, the 
Sorento has migrated over 
to the platform that also un¬ 
derpins the Hyundai Santa 
Fe crossover and the Sonata 
sedan. 


So if you’re familiar with 
the 2010 Santa Fe, you’ll be 
relatively up to speed on 
the 2011 Sorento. 

Judging by our first fling 
with the Sorento on the 
highways and by-ways 
around West Point, Ga., 
where the Sorento is being 
built at Kia’s first U.S. plant, 
it’s a tough call on which 
Sorento you should get — 
both the entry-level four- 
cylinder vehicle and the 
higher-rent six-cylinder ve¬ 
hicles have something to 
say. 

The base model (LX) with 


175-hp 2.4 litre 14, manual 
transmission and FWD is 
just $23,995. At that price 
it competes with the 
“smaller half” of the com¬ 
pact segment, but it offers 
up the interior volume 
(4,035 L) of the “larger 
half.” 

Note also that all Canadi¬ 
an models come standard 
with these all-weather tools: 
heated seats, A/C, wind¬ 
shield wiper de-icer, and 
power heated outside mir¬ 
rors. All trim lines also fea¬ 
ture six air bags, ABS, ESC, 
Electronic Brake Distribu¬ 


tion, Hill Start Assist Con¬ 
trol, and Downhill Brake 
Control. 

The V6 is exclusively mat¬ 
ed to automatics, starting at 
$29,095. The EX range be¬ 
gins with the FWD V6 at 
$31,795, and tops out with 
the seven-seat AWD Luxuiy 
trim model at $39,195. 

Drivers will be pleasantly 
surprised at the fine han¬ 
dling and quiet ride of all 
Sorento models — and the 
main reason why Sorento is 
way better off on this 
lighter “car platform,” with 
fully independent suspen-

Save with spousal RRSPs

Spousal RRSPs can be a 
powerful tool for couples 
to generate more money 
during retirement while 
paying lower income tax. 

While it may sound 
complicated, a spousal 
RRSP is simply an RRSP for 
which you use some or all 
of your RRSP contribution 
room to benefit your 
spouse. 

David Ablett, director of 
tax and retirement plan¬ 
ning at Investors Group, 
says ultimately the spousal 
RRSP is a great tool for cou-

pies to save on taxes and 
garner the benefits of in¬ 
come-splitting if one of 
them earns a significantly 
higher income than the 
other. 

“It’s a way to equalize 
the retirement income for 
the couple and generate 
more retirement income 
in the hands of the lower- 
income spouse,” Ablett 
said. 

The way it works is sim¬ 
ple: The lower-income 
earner opens an RRSP in 
his or her own name, but 
with their spouse as con¬ 
tributor. That spouse can 
then contribute to that 
spousal RRSP up to a limit 
based on their own, much 
higher income, rather 
than the first spouse’s low¬ 
er income. That means 
more money put away for 
the lower-income spouse 
and tax savings for the 
higher-income spouse, a 


doubly beneficial arrange¬ 
ment. 

If the higher-income 
earner’s marginal tax rate 
was 40 per cent, for in¬ 
stance, he or she could ini¬ 
tially save $4,000 by con¬ 
tributing $10,000 into a 
spousal RRSP. Plus, if the 
eventual payout is put at 
an even lower marginal 
tax rate, the couple could 
benefit from an even high¬ 
er tax deduction and thus 
save even more money. 

Bottom line: A spousal 
RRSP can reduce a couple’s 
tax bill by shifting money 
to the lower-income 
spouse for a lower tax rate, 
while potentially helping 
to maintain Old Age Secu¬ 
rity benefits by keeping 
each partner’s retirement 
income low enough to 
avoid clawbacks. 

The total RRSP contribu¬ 
tion space of the higher-in- 
come earner still applies to

all contributions he or she 
makes into either their 
own or their partner’s 
spousal RRSP. Even though 
you can’t go over your nat¬ 
ural contribution totals, 
the result is still a more ef¬ 
ficient use of money. 

However, there is a gov¬ 
ernment-imposed restric¬ 
tion to be aware of, Ablett 
says. Any money the lower- 
income holder of the RRSP 
withdraws from the 
spousal RRSP within the 
first three years stays tax¬ 
able in the hands of the 
contributor — meaning 
the couple gains no benefit 
from the spousal RRSP 
arrangement. 

“People who are saving 




for the long term with 
spousal RRSPs should 
try to determine 
when they need to 
take a payment 
from their spousal 
RRSP, and three 
years before that 
time, stop 
making con- 
tributions 1 

into that 
spousal 
RRSP,” 

Ablett 
said.

Tips for the RRSP season 


1 Review your financial 
plan. Your financial plan 
should be reviewed at least 
once a year to make sure 
you're still on track to meet 
your investment and lifestyle 
objectives. Meeting with an 
adviser will help ensure you're 
in the best position to meet 
your goals. 

2 Borrow to invest. If 

you've accumulated RRSP 
contribution room over the 
years (this is unused RRSP con¬ 
tribution room carried for¬

their Notice of Assessment 
from the Canada Revenue 
Agency every year to see how 
much contribution room they 
have available.

A spousal RRSP is 
an account into which one 
spouse makes contributions 
to the other spouse's RRSP 
who is in a lower tax bracket 
than the owner of the ac¬ 
count. Typically, the higher-in- 
come spouse will contribute 
to a spousal RRSP and receive 
a tax deduction at a high mar¬ 
ginal tax rate. Then, in retire¬ 
ment or earlier, when the oth¬ 
er spouse withdraws that 


money, it will generally be 
taxed at a lower tax rate. 
When used correctly, spousal 
RRSPs can be an effective tool 
in planning for a couple's re¬ 
tirement. 

4 Invest on a regular basis. 

Get off to a good start for 
2010 by having your money 
automatically transferred from 
your bank account to an RRSP 
or savings fund on a regular 
basis. It's the easiest, most 
convenient and disciplined 
way to reach your goals. By 
doing this, investors can bene¬ 
fit from dollar cost averaging

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Getting more bang for your buck 


Using an RRSP to save for 
your retirement is a great 
idea, but using a spousal 
or group plan may give 
you even more bang for 
your buck. 

The trick is knowing the 
rules for these types of 
Registered Retirement Sav¬ 
ings Plans, and the pros 
and cons of each. 

“Registered Retirement 
Savings Plans are one of 
the best retirement savings 
opportunities that exist for 
Canadians,” said David Ir¬ 
win of Investors Group Fi¬ 
nancial Services. “The 
choice of what type of 
RRSP to use usually comes 
down to an individual’s cir¬ 
cumstances, their knowl¬ 
edge and comfort level, 
and their focus on big-pic- 
ture planning.” 

By using an RRSP, in¬ 
vestors can put off paying 
income tax on the interest, 
dividends, and capital 
gains they earn on their in¬ 
vestments. Instead, you’ll 
pay tax on the income you 
withdraw upon retire¬ 
ment, when presumably, 
you will be in a lower in¬ 
come tax bracket, ^ 
and there¬ 
fore, 



con¬ 
tribute is \ 
tied to 

how much you \ 
earn, typically up to 
about 18 per cent of your 
earned income minus any 
pension adjustment. The 
maximum allowable con¬ 
tribution for 2009 is 
$ 21 , 000 . 

A spousal RRSP may be a 
good option if one spouse 
will be earning substantial¬ 
ly more than the other dur¬ 
ing their golden years. 

Here’s a simple example: 
John and Judy are married. 
John stays at home while 
Judy works at a high-pay¬ 
ing job. Since John isn’t 
working, he’s not generat¬ 
ing income or RRSP contri¬ 
bution room; he doesn’t 
have much of his own sav¬ 
ings; and he’s not paying 
into the Canada Pension 
Plan, while Judy is doing 
all of the above. She has 
$20,000 of RRSP contribu¬ 
tion room and plans to put 
aside that much this year. 

She has some choices to 
make: $20,000 in her own 
RRSP, to a spousal RRSP for 
Jack, or a combination of 
the two, as long as her con¬ 
tribution doesn’t exceed 
that amount. 

If Judy puts $10,000 into 
her own plan and $10,000 
into a spousal plan for 
Jack, she can take a full 


$20,000 deduction on her 
income taxes. 

That money now be¬ 
longs to Jack. 

“It’s now his money and 
upon retirement, the theo- 
iy is that he will be in a 
lower marginal rate than 
what Judy would be,” Irwin 
said. 

In Canada, spouses can 
be married, common-law, 
or same-sex partners, he 
added. “The main philoso¬ 
phy behind the spousal 
plan is to provide income¬ 
splitting opportunities 
down the road to lower 
their tax bill.” 

A spousal plan is also a 
good option when one 
spouse is much older than 
the other. That’s because 
you can make contribu¬ 
tions to your RRSP until 
the end of the year in 
which you turn 71; but you 
can keeping paying into a 
spousal plan until the end 
of the year when your 
younger spouse turns 71. 
That adds up to continued 
income tax deductions for 
you, and more retirement 
savings for your younger 
husband or wife. 
Keep in mind 
that if 
money 

,<v is 

with¬

when it was con¬ 
tributed, the spouse 
who made the contribu¬ 
tion will be hit with a tax 
bill. 

If a separation agree¬ 
ment is in place, the taxes 
would be paid by the per¬ 
son who redeemed the 
money, and would not be 
attributed back to the con¬ 
tributor. 

Any early withdrawals 
from an RRSP are subject 
to a heavy tax bill, except 
if the money is pulled out 
to buy a first home or go 
back to school. 

Spousal plans can be use¬ 
ful here, too: Under the 
Home Buyers Plan, each 
spouse can take out 
$25,000 from their RRSP. 

“If I had $50,000 of RRSP 
room and I put the full 
amount into my own 
RRSP, I can only take out 
$25,000 under the pro¬ 
gram,” Irwin said. “But if I 
put $25,000 into my own 
and $25,000 into the 
spousal plan, my spouse 
and I can each take 
$25,000. By using the 
spousal RRSP, we’ve dou¬ 
bled the amounts that can 
be withdrawn under the 
Home Buyers Plan.” 

The same principle ap¬ 
plies to the Lifelong Learn¬ 


ing Plan. 

Many employers have op¬ 
tional group RRSP plans 
that allow employees to 
make contributions direct¬ 
ly from their paycheque. 
Some may match contribu¬ 


tions or pitch in percentage 
to beef up their workers’ re¬ 
tirement fund. Those “off- 
payroll” contributions are a 
big advantage, Irwin said. 

Most people get federal 
and provincial taxes auto¬ 


matically taken off each 
paycheque, save up their 
money, and make a big 
RRSP contribution once a 
year. They typically receive 
an income tax reftmd, and 
that’s exactly what it is: Be¬ 


cause you made a contribu¬ 
tion, you don’t owe as 
much in tax, and so Canada 
Revenue Agency gives back 
some of the money you 
were sending in all year

The ins and outs of spousal RRSPs

Spousal RRSPs are a practi¬ 
cal means of income-split- 
ting for couples, especially 
when one earns more 
than the other. 

It allows the higher-in- 
come earner to defer taxes 
right away and reduces 
taxes in retirement. For 
those reasons, many ex¬ 
perts recommend taking 
advantage of spousal 
RRSPs right away. 

“Income splitting is just 
a way to reduce the fami¬ 
ly’s overall tax bill by shift¬ 
ing the income from the 
higher-income earner to 
the lower-income earner, 
so that the same amount is 
taxed at the lower rate,” 
explained Dana Scott of 
Dana Scott Wealth Man¬ 
agement in Halifax. 

She added the caveat 
that the contributed funds 
must be retained in the 
spousal RRSP for at least 
three years to avoid taxa¬ 
tion at the higher income 
level. 

In retirement, the cou¬ 
ple can take income from 
two RRSPs, instead of just 


one, lowering the overall 
tax bill. Rules on income¬ 
splitting introduced by the 
federal government in 
2007 took away some of 
the advantages of spousal 
RRSPs, but Scott says they 
still serve a function. 

“The spousal RRSP still 
makes sense, in my view, 
for those who retire prior 
to 65 and want to split in¬ 
come at that point,” she 
said. Income-splitting rules 
aren’t as generous as 


spousal RRSPs because 
they have a 50 per cent 
limit. With a spousal RRSP, 
you can put all of that in¬ 
come into your spouse’s 
hands, she said. 

Common-law or married 
couples are eligible for the 
spousal RRSPs, but they 
don’t increase the yearly 
RRSP limit. 

Scott says spousal RRSPs 
are also useful if the high¬ 
er earner is going to re¬ 
ceive government benefits

sooner because they’re old¬ 
er or if they have other 
sources of income. 

Then, it’s important to 
put as much income as you 
can into your spouse’s 
hands. 

Alf Staniforth, a senior fi¬ 
nancial adviser with As- 
sante Wealth Management 
in Ottawa, said he advises 
clients to consider spousal 
RRSPs at any age. It can 
have particular advantages 
as you approach retire¬ 
ment. 

“If a spouse is younger 
and the (older) individual 
turns 71, they still can still 
make RRSP contributions 
as a spousal RRSP because 
the spouse is younger and 
hasn’t reached the cut-off 
point yet,” he explained. 

“If one spouse did not 
have a pension, I’d recom¬ 
mend using spousal RRSPs 
for sure,” he added. 


Metro presents a few fre¬ 
quently asked questions and 
answers, compiled with the 
help of David Ablett, director 
of tax and retirement plan¬ 
ning at Investors Group: 

• What is a spousal RRSP? 

It's an RRSP opened in your 
name to which your spouse 
contributes to. 

• Why use a spousal RRSP? 

It's a way for a couple with 
one higher-income-earning 
spouse to save taxes and 
equalize retirement income 
by letting the higher earner 
contribute money into the 
lower-income spouse's RRSP 
where it will be taxed at a 
lower rate come retirement. 

• Which spouse officially 
owns the money inside the 
spousal RRSP? 

The spouse who actually 
holds the spousal RRSP. 

• How much can I contribute 
into my partner's RRSP? 

You can contribute to a 
spousal RRSP money up to 
your normal RRSP contribu¬ 
tion limit. If your income is 
significantly higher than your 
spouse's, this could mean sig¬ 
nificantly more tax efficien¬ 


cies than if you had put all the 
money into your own RRSP. 

• Who receives the tax re¬ 
ceipt for contributions made 
by a spouse into their part¬ 
ner's spousal RRSP? 

The spouse who contributed 
the money. 

• What happens if the own¬ 
er of the spousal RRSP with¬ 
draws money from it? 

Any money contributed by the 
higher-income spouse within 
the past three years gets taxed 
at that higher-income earner's 
tax rate. After three years, any 
money withdrawn gets taxed 
at the RRSP owner's tax rate. 

• What happens if the hold¬ 
er of the spousal RRSP dies? 

A spousal RRSP allows the 
contributing spouse to make 
one final contribution in the 
year of death. 

• What if one spouse is old¬ 
er than the other? 

Normally, individuals can't 
contribute to RRSPs after age 
71, yet spousal RRSPs allow 
spouses to contribute until 
the holder of that spousal 
RRSP reaches the age of 71.

Thrilling recreation 

Martin Scorsese chats with Metro about Shutter Island

Few filmmakers have 
reached the iconic status 
of Martin Scorsese. With a 
back catalogue filled with 
classic titles like Taxi Driv¬ 
er, Raging Bull, and Good- 
fellas, his place as one of 
the greats in cinema histo¬ 
ry is assured. 

These days the director 
has little left to accomplish, 
but can’t stop making 
movies because of his undy¬ 
ing passion for the medium. 
An obsessive cinephile, 
Scorsese continues to be in¬ 
spired by films of the past 
and seeks out opportunities 
to make projects equal to 


those that enthrall him as a 
viewer. His latest film is 
Shutter Island, an attempt 
to recreate one of the Holly¬ 
wood thrillers of his youth. 

Although Scorsese 
had previously un¬ 
dertaken some¬ 
thing similar in 1 
1991 with Cape I 
Fear, the director " 
told Metro that he 
wasn’t sure how 
Shutter Island would 
turn out. 

“I like to say that I didn’t 
quite know what it would 
be and gave myself over to 
the material along with the 
actors,” he said. “It was a 
process of discovery 
throughout. That doesn’t 
mean that I didn’t know 


that it was going to be a

night in a storm creates cer¬ 
tain reactions because 
that’s part of our DNA to a 
certain extent in film.

and our characters, but at 
the same time refer to other 
material from the past. In 
other words, the more you 
see of the past the more you 
can draw up that to make 
the present and the future.” 

When asked what specif¬ 
ic influences he drew upon 
for his tale of a detective un¬ 
raveling a dark mystery in a 
foreboding mental institu¬ 
tion, the director pointed to 
a few specific genre film¬ 
makers he valued above all 
others. 

“Well there’s always 
Mario Bava and his use of 
very powerful colours. I al¬ 
ways loved the thriller/hor¬ 
ror films that he made in 
the late ’50s early ’60s like 
Black Sunday and Black 


Sabbath and I keep refer¬ 
ring to them,” revealed 
Scorsese. “But Val Lewton 
and Jacques Tourneur’s 
movies like Cat People are 
really the key films. They 
are beautiful works of poet¬ 
ry that I look at repeatedly. 
They are like pieces of mu¬ 
sic. I keep watching them 
and its kind of new every 
time. I can’t reach that level 
of Tourneur though. He was 
remarkable.” 

Scorsese might be too 
modest to admit that he’s 
an equal to the filmmakers 
that inspire him, but audi¬ 
ences need to only watch a 
few minutes of his extraor¬ 
dinary work to see that he is 
one of the true masters of 
cinema.

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The Hunter seeks the Golden Bear 



Iranian Rafi Pitts both directs and stars in film The Hunter. 


An Iranian movie, made 
against the backdrop of 
last year’s election 
campaign and centering 
on a man whose wife is 
killed in a shootout 
between police and 
demonstrators, made its 
debut yesterday at the 
Berlin film festival. 

Director Rafi Pitts said he 
received authorization to 
make The Hunter from 
Iranian authorities and shot 
it before the violence that 
followed President Mah¬ 
moud Ahmadinejad’s dis¬ 
puted re-election last June. 

Pitts, who grew up in 
Tehran but has lived in 
Britain and France since, 
said he had “no idea” 


when the film might be 
shown in Iran. 

“I don’t think it’s a one¬ 
sided film, so I think it has 
the right to be shown,” he 
said at a news conference. 
“The question is, will they 
give me the right?” 


The film’s main charac¬ 
ter, played by the director, 
is released from prison 
amid talk of upcoming 
elections and Iran’s 
supreme leader, Ayatollah 
Ali Khamene. He tries to 
spend time with his wife 


and young daughter, but 
they are accidentally killed 
in a shootout. Pitts’ charac¬ 
ter, Ali, randomly shoots 
dead two policemen on a 
city highway, after a long 
and frustrating wait for in¬ 
formation, and flees be¬ 
fore being nabbed by two 
officers who argue about 
what to do with their cap¬ 
tive. Pitts insisted that the 
film depicts a “Kaflcaesque 
situation (that) relates to 
many countries, it’s a uni¬ 
versal theme.” 

The Hunter is one of 20 
films competing for the 
festival’s top Golden Bear 
prize, which will be award¬ 
ed Saturday.

1 can sliced water 
chestnuts, drained 

2 packages frozen French-

METHOD: 

1. In large skillet, saute 
mushrooms and onion in 


butter. Stir in flour until 
blended. Gradually stir in 
cream. Bring to boil; cook, 
stirring, 2 minutes or until 
thickened. 

2. Reduce heat; add cheese 
sauce, soy sauce, pepper 
and hot pepper sauce, stir¬ 
ring until cheese is melt¬ 
ed. Remove from heat; stir 
in water chestnuts. 

3. Place beans in 
ungreased 3-L baking dish. 
Pour cheese mixture over 
top. Sprinkle with 
almonds. Bake, uncovered, 
at 375°F (190°C) 25-30 
minutes or until bubbly.
